Miles Constructed. 


More than $200,000,000 of state ap- 


propriations have been expended to 
January 1, 1915. and an approximate 
total of 31,000 miles of surface high- 
way constructed under state supervi- 
sion since the inauguration of the pol- 
icy known as "state aid,"' according to 
the Good Roadr, Year Book for 1915, 
issued by th" American Highway as- 
sociation from its Washington office. 
Only seven states, Florida, Georgia, 
Indiana, Mississippi, South Carolina, 
Tennessee and Texas, have no form 
of state highway department what- 
ever, although Georgia grants aid to 
the counties for ror.d improvement by 
lending the services of the entire male 
state convict force.

Up to January 1, 1915—31,000 


Miles Constructed. 


More than $200,000,000 of state ap- 


propriations have been expended to 
January 1, 1915. and an approximate 
total of 31,000 miles of surface high- 
way constructed under state supervi- 
sion since the inauguration of the pol- 
icy known as "state aid,"' according to 
the Good Roadr, Year Book for 1915, 
issued by th" American Highway as- 
sociation from its Washington office. 
Only seven states, Florida, Georgia, 
Indiana, Mississippi, South Carolina, 
Tennessee and Texas, have no form 
of state highway department what- 
ever, although Georgia grants aid to 
the counties for ror.d improvement by 
lending the services of the entire male 
state convict force.
